REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
independent claims 22 and 47 (and the claims dependent thereon) have been allowed 
because JP 08-164,338 A does not teach or suggest that the zeolite contains from 0.02 
to 2 weight percent palladium. Applicants' independent claims 34 and 37 (and the 
claims dependent thereon) have been allowed because JP 08-164,338 A does not 
teach or suggest that an additional catalyst is used for the removal of N 2 0. Applicants' 
independent claims 36 and 46 have been allowed because JP 08-164,338 A does not 
teach or suggest that an additional catalyst is used for the removal of methane. 
Applicants' independent claim 53 (and the claims dependent thereon) have been 
allowed because JP 08-164,338 A does not teach or suggest that the zeolite is loaded 
with scandium, yttrium, lanthanide or a combination thereon and optionally other metals 
after having been loaded with palladium by ion exchange. Applicants' independent 
claims 60-62 have been allowed because the Applicants have persuasively shown that 
the particular selection of yttrium provides for good and unexpected results - as set forth 
in Example 7 in the instant specification.
